he question of finance was taken up 
yesterday with decision to continue on 
the same basis as in 1929. 

Debate had been expected regard- 
ing acceptance of grants from farm 
co-operatives which was vigorously 
opposed at the convention a year ago. 
No discussion ensued, however, when 
the resolution to reiterate the 1929 
position was presented and passed. 
The U.P.M, will continue to appeal to 
the co-operatives for grants, with no 
stipulations attached to assure con- 
tinuation of educational work. Dur- | 
ing 1929, co-operative bodies contri- 
buted more than $9,600 to the farm - 
organization. | 

The opening debate today centred 
on a resolution that the board of di- 
rectors of the United Farmers of | 
Manitoba be instructed to borrow suf- | 
ficient money from one or all of the 

rative pools or from any other 
ava le source to finance a member- 
ship drive. Another resolution would 
request the directors to approach the 
Manitoba wheat and dairy pools with 
a view to securing a $1 membership fee 
from each of their members to be paid 
to the central office, leaving locals to 
handle their own financing. One es- 
timate paces the probable revenue 
from this plan at $21,000. 

A third resolution on policy sug- 
gested that the central board appoint 
a commiitee to confer with the co- 
operative conference to arrive at some 
definite working basis, whereby a pro- 
gtam of education might be dissemin- 
ated to locals of the farm body, and to 
evoke some system of financing such a 
program,

there was no Government System, as 
this was prior to the formation of the 
Province of Alberta. After the prov- | 
ince was formed the government de- 
cided to operate its telephone system, | 
but did not imclude the City of Ed- 
monton, nor did the government make 
any offer to include the City Tele- 
phones in the Provincial System 

“Again in the year 1913, there was 
no thought of having the City Tele- 
phones form a part of the Provincial ! 
System, as, at that time, the city 
purchased that part of the Provincial 
System supplying telephone service 
to Strathcona, when Edmonton and 
Strathcona becan.e amalgamated. The 
city paid $149,000 for the plant, which 
was the actual cost and did not take 
into consideration any allowance for 
depreciation. 

“When the city secured the Strath- 
cona plant, it became encouraged with 
the development of the city’s growth 
and so began to enlarge its System 
without thought of any interference 
from the Government System. 


Approaches Go it 
“During the year 1913, and only af- 
ter extensive investigation, it was 


thought that the city was entitled to 
@ percentage of revenue for originat- 
ing toll calls and so it was decided 
by the city that the government was 
securing a large revenue from the use 
of the city plant to ai nt its toll 
earnings and they therefore approach- 
ed the government with a view to 
securing a Pe penen of its toll rev- 
enue for calls originating on the City 
System. This request was refused by 
the government. Again in 1917 the 
request, of the city for a percentage 
of toll revenue wus denied by the 
government although the city agreed 
to arbitrate on the matter, and, if the 
verdict were unfavorable to the city 
then the city would pay the total cost 
of arbitration. 

“A further attempt to secure a 
fair portion of toll revenue was made 
in 1923 and again without success, the 
Hon, Vernor Smith, on behalf of the 
government, replying that: 

“After giving careful consideration 

to both sides in this controversy, I 
can see no reason why the present 
arrangement should be changed and 
I must therefore decline to agree to 
the city’s request to have the mat- 
ter submitted to a Board of Ar- 
bitration.”

“It will be seen from the 
statement that as_recently as 1923 the 
present Provincial Administration was 
apparently satisfied with the existing 
arrangements regarding interconnec- 
tion with the City Eystem and at the 
same time refused to arbitrate on

OTTAWA, Jan. 10--“I have nothing

NEGOTIATION VERSUS LITIGATION 


Premier Anderson thinks he can get 
more out of Ottawa by litigation than by 
negotiation. Perhaps he can, though the 
prospect is not very bright. A good deal 
may depend on the negotiator, and Pre- 
mier Anderson’s manner of approach to 
Ottawa was not what could be called 
particularly seductive. 

In any case, Alberta stands to lose 
nothing through leaving Saskatchewan to 
try the experiment. If it loses, this prov- 
ince will have nothing to lament. If it 
wins, any added concessions made to 
Saskatchewan will have to be given also 
to Alberta. And in the meantime Alberta 
will profit by whatever income from the 
resources is left after paying the costs of 
administration. 


THE FAIRS DESERVE SUPPORT 


It cannot be claimed that the province 
of Alberta is oweetaing the thing in the 
amount of assistance that is given from 


the provincial treasury to the support of | 


agricultural fairs. The grants in aid of 
these only total $55,000 per year. This 
includes fixed grants to the Edmonton 
and Calgary exhibitions, leaving $47,000 
for distribution among the hundreds of 
small fairs. The request that comes from 
the Fairs Association that this sum be in- 
creased by a modest $7,000 is surprising 
only in the smallness of the increase that 
is asked for. 

The “country fair” has been an out- 
standing feature of rural life in Alberta 
almost from the beginning of settlement. 
There is no way of calculating the stimu- 


lus that has been given to better farming | 


by the competitions at these local shows. 
Nor is there any way of computing what 
these annual gatherings mean to the farm- 
ing population as social events. But it is 


a safe guess that in either respect the | 


fairs are worth a good deal more than 


they are costing the province. The Minis- | 
ter of Agriculture would be justified in | 


doing considerably better for the fairs 
than the Association has asked him to do.

“Many a Wife and Mother Makes a Failure 
Of a be: pot ai as Wife and 


Mother Would Make a Success if She Could 
Do It on an Ejight-Hour Shift — What a 
Pity There Are No Union Hours for Wives!” 


In @ fecent speech the Secretary of Labor advocated an eight-hour work- 
ing day and a two weeks’ vacation every summer for wives. “Men have an 
eight-hour day,” he said “but the wife's work is never done from Sunday 


morning until Saturday night, and she puts F aaa 
in a night of it, too, if any one is sick. It aX 
oe 
\ { 


seems to me that husbands might see to it 
that the reduction of working hours begin 
at home, so that their wives could have their 
orkday cut down to the eight-hour limit and 
be sure of at least one day of rest in seven 
And they might see to it that their wives 
get a two weeks’ vacation also every year.” 


Three cheers for the Secretary of 
Labor! The idea of having an cight- 
hour day, with one day off every week 
and a summer vacation, sounds like a 
prophecy of heaven on earth to miliions 
of poor, tired, over-worked women whose 
lives are one incessant round of cooking 
sweeping, mending, baby-tending, and 
who never expect to have any rest until 
they take it in their coffins. 


But, alluring as is the theory of an 
eight-hour day for wives, one doesn't see 
how it is to be put in operation unless every 
man is to be permitted to have three wives 
and work them in shifts. And while this 
might appeal to the polygamous instincts of 
many husbands, {t would certainly make no hit with jealous women who 
would rather work their fingers to the bones to maintain their monopoly over 
the men to whom they are married than to subdivide them with other women. 


Likewise, most husbands find one wife about all they can support in 
these days of the high cost of matrimony and would not care to take on 
a couple of extra accounts at the dress shops and the milliners and the 
beaaty parlors. * 
Of course, it ts women’s right to have a union day, but the trouble with 
all of women's rights is that they can’t enforce them. You can't imagine a 
mother lying abed in the morning while her hungry children howl for break- 
fast because the clock hadn't struck and her working day didn’t start until 
eight o'clock Nor can you imagine a mother shutting the door on a sick 
child at night and leaving it to its fate because she wasn't on the night crew. 
Neither can you imagine a wife throwing down her needle in “the 
midst of sewing on a button for her husband or turning out the gas on a 
half-cooked dinner because the whistle had blown and her eight hours’ 
labor was done. Nor can yon picture a wife and mother taking a day off 
every week and leaving her family to get itself washed and dressed and 
fed while she idled around or went off somewhere to enjoy herself. 


No. The work of running a home must go ceaselessly on 
cooking meals that are eaten as soon as ctoked. It is sweeping floors that 
must be swept over again the next hour. Darning stockings that are in holes 
again the next week. Washing little faces that are dirty again in five min- 
utes. Somebody has to be continually om the job and that somebody has to 
be the wife and mother in families who are unable to hire servants | 


It is forever 


Indisputably no woman, and especially the woman who is adding 
child-bearing to her other manifold labors, should be compelled to work 
fonger hours than the haskiest man. Undoubtedly it is a shame that the 
wife and mother is the only slave on earth who is denied even one day of 
Test a week, for Sundays and holidays, when the balance of the family 
relax, are mother’s hardest days because she has to cook her biggest din- 
ners then and be on the jump getting the family off to church or on their 
pleasuring. But what one ts to do about it, how the situation is to be 
eased, is a problem that no Solomon has arisen to solve. 


The wife can't go out on a strike and leave her family to go hungry and 
uncared for, for there is no scab laborer who can take the place of mother. | 
She can’t demand extra pay for overtime because she gets all her husband | 
makes anyway. And she can't demand much help from her husband because! 
he has worked to the limit of his strength at his own occupation, and if he! 
has to add to that the duties of laundress and housemald and nurse, it breaks | 
him down and unfits him to du the work by which he earns the family living. | 

No man who has his nightly rest broken by walking a colicky baby 
or hopping up and down to cover restless little sleepers or get water for 
thirsty little lips can compete in efficiency with the man who goes to his 
work after a night of unbroken sleep. 


So, as long as husbands and children persist in getting hungry three 
times a day. if not oftener, and continue to wear out their clothes and tramp 
in dirt and have colds and tummy aches it is not easy to see how wives are 
going to get that eight-hour day and one day off a week recommended by the | 
Secretary of Labor. Perhaps if the great minds of the government concen- 
trate on it they can work out a plan by which the family get along without 
mother 16 hours a day and on Sundays, and if they do millions of grateful 
women will arise and bless their names 


But let us hope that at least out of this discussion some method will 
be evolved to lighten the labor of the domestic woman and make her life 
easier and pleasanter. Nothing will do more to make marriage a success, 
for most of the faults in their wives of which men complain are the direct 
result of overwork and a drudgery that dulls the deadens them. 


Half of wives’ temper and peevishness and nagging are the crying out of 
the poor, ragged nerves of women who fave tolled at monotonous tasks until! 
they are exhausted in mind and body and everything irritates them. A day 
off, even an evening off and at some place of amusement; still more, a two 
weeks’ vacation would send them beck to their jobs rested and refreshed 
amiable and pleasant and sentimentally in love with their husbands again. 


Many a woman who makes a failure of a 24-hour-a-day job as wife 
and fhother would make a success if she could do it on an eight-hour 
shift. What a pity that there are no union hours for wives!

With the idea in view of forcing th 
production of more bacon hogs in the 
province of Alberta, a resolution ure 
ing an inerense in the premium be 
tween the butcher hog and select hog 
arades of five per cent or bringing the 
differential between the two types up 
to 10 per cent, Was passed at the an 
nual convention of the Alberta Proy 
incial Swine Breeders’ Assoclation 
which was held in the counel] cham- 
bers of the Civic block on 
afternoon 

With a large number of delegates 
present from many potnia in northern 
Alberta, a lively debate ensued on the 
floor of the convention on the subject 
of hog grading, the main cause of 
dissention being that the present im 

roved thick smooth type of bacon 
10g Was made the basic price instead 
of the butcher grade 

Representatives of the moat pack 
ers clashed on the subject with FF 
presentatives of the producers and 
much heated discussion Look place be 
fore the resolution favoring an ti 
crease in the premium between the 
two grades was put through 
resolution will be forwarded to thy 
Western Canada Livestock Union for 
consideration at the organization 
convention in Regina on February 20 
21 and 22 

Not Paid In Proportion 

Many of the delegates expressed the 
opinion that the producers were not 
being given a fair deal and main. 
tained that the changing demands of 
the hog tndustry warranted a better 
margin between select hogs and hogs 
of the bacon type 

Tt was felt that the producer war 
not betng paid tn proportion on thr 
select hog grade as on the butcher 
grade, but the’ problem facing the 
delegates was how to get the extra 
dollar out of the consumer in order 
to make the spread between the tw 
typer 

Many opinions were expressed and 
suggestions offered, while some dele- 
gates even charged that the packers 
were responr‘ible for the existing situa- 
tion, However, after much argument 
in which many delegates took part 
the matter was finally put in the form 
of a resolution and carried through 
the meeting 

Y. M. Baker, western representative 
of the Canadian meat packers, with 
headquarters at Winnipeg, outlined 
the present system of hog grading and 
also spoke on the matter under dls~ 
cussion He was of the opinion that 
what the Canadian market wanted 

was the bacon type hog, therefore 
there was no reason why the basic 
price should be set on the butcher 

type, which, he declared, included

HEALTH BOARD 
CONSTITUTION 
NOW OUTLINED 


Would Also Change Date 
of Election One Month 
Earlier 
Charter amendments which, ff fin- 
uly approved by the city council, will 


be sought at the forthcoming session | 
of the provincial legislature, were suv- | 


mitted to the city by-laws committee 
in draft form by J. C. F. Bown, K.C., 
city solicitor, Thursday night. 
charter amendments were previously 
discussed by Jast year’s council but 


first must be ratified by the present | 


council before submission to the legis- 
lature. 


Here are the principal charter 
amendments proposed: x 
By providing that: the Board of | 


Health for the City of Edmonton shall 
consist of the Mayor, the Medical Of- 
ficer of Health, the City Engineer, two 
medical men practising in the city, 
one member from each School Board 
and two aldermen. 

By changing the date of .election 
for Mayor, Alderman and School 
‘Trustees from the second Monday in 
December to the second Monday in 
November, together with all other ne- 
cessary amendments to carry out such 
purpocs, 

By amending section 20, of chapter 
0, of the Statutes of Alberta, 1922 
0 provide that the Council may front 
time to time vary the period over 
which certain indebtednesses of the 
city have been extended, and to pre- 
vide iat the debentures to be issued 
under said section 20 may be tesued 
from time to time at the discretion of 
the Council 

For providing that in addition to or 
in place of a fine, imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days may be imposed 
upon persons turning In false fire 
alarms. 

For consolidating and amending the 
provisions of the Charter relating to 
the Hcensing of trucks and other such 
vehicles. 

For reclassifying the persons liable 
to business agcessment under the pro- 
visions of section 62, of Chapter 52, 
Statutes of Alberta, 1918, and revis- 
ing the rate of such tax. 

Giving the Council power to pass 
bylaws for providing that no vehicle, 
including motor vehicles, shall be 
turned to the left at intersections to 
be named in the bylaw, and for limit- 
ing the rate of speed of motor vehicles 
in the vicinity of schools, or enter- 
ing or leaving the high level bridge or 
entering, leaving or driving through 
any supway, 

For providing that the Council may 
complete the widening of 124th strect 
and 95th street (Syndicate avenue and 


Ki-kness street), undertaken and par- | 


tially done in the years 1914. and 1915 
as loca] improvements. 
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sell her horses, if the matter was gone 
about in the right way, to better ad- 
vantage in the eastern markets than 
either southern Alberta or the other 
wes.ern provinces, as her horses were 
bred under ordinary farm conditions 
and should be broken and gentle.

He produced a letter received by 
Mr. Durno from a firm in Butte, Mon- 
tana, asking information regarding the 
advisability of the establishment of 
such a plant in Calgary, to turn out 
horse boloncy and canned horse meat 
for export to Rotterdam 

Mr, Adams considered that tlie price 
of ©, of a cent per pound, offered the 
horse breeders for the meat, was too

Murdoch McLeod Buried 
With Impressive 


‘ * 
Simplicity 

With simple and impressive rites 
the funeral of Murdoch McLeod, for 
| 50 years a resident of this city, was 
held on Friday afternoon from First 
Presbyterian church to Edmonton 
Cemetery, where interment took place. 

Mr. McLeod, known from the wastes 
of the Arctic, where he served with 
the Hudson's Bay Company, to Win- 
nipeg, as one of the most trusted, most 
| fearless and most enterprising pioneers, 
died Ou Tuesday night after an illness 
of seven weeks, 

The service at First Presbyterian 
church was timed to commence at 
2:30 p.m. Long before this hour 
friends of the deceased thronged to 
| the church. Bearded old timers bent 
| with the weight of the years came to 
pay their last respects to an old 
| friend. . There were those in the con- 
| gregation who had been in that car- 
| avan of wagons that 60 years ago last 
November came to rest on the frosted 
south bank of the Saskatchewan, near 
the southern approach of the high 


| level bridge. 

Braved Arctic 
Men who had braved the Arctic 
| blasts and who had smiled at weather 
| 60 and 60 below zero, found them- 
selves hard pressed to choke back a 
sob or check @ tear. 

There were men who had served 
| with Mr. McLeod in the Riel rebellion 
and who could testify to his many fine 
qualities under stress. 
| The whole congregation by its size 
and the number of varied callings re- 
presented was an cloquent tribute to 
One of the most highly respected resi- 
dents of whom this city has ever 
boasted. 

The service at the church Was con- 
ducted by Rey. D. G. McQueen, D.D., 
@ life-long friend of the deceased. 

Dr. McQueen traced Mr. McLeod's 
career from boyhood through carly
